FUNERAL OF JOHN SHERMAN 


THE SERVICES WEIIE SIMPLE 


BUT IMPRESSIVE. 


MANY NOTABLES WERE THERE 


THE REMAINS GO TO MANS 


FIELD FOR BURIAL. 


Washington, Oct. 24.—In the cap- 


ital of ttie nation, where his life- 
work had been accomplished, there 
gathered! today representatives of 
every government department and 
the representa-tives of many foreign 
powers to pny homage to the memory 
of John Sherman, 
The funeral serv- 


ices held here were ait the Sherman 
home on K stretet, where the aged 
Bfcatesman (had spent t^be greater part 
of the past £ve years and where a 
few weeks ago he had come, with a 


* 
full knowledge of his approaching 
end, ito set his earthly affairs in or- 
der, 


The massive black casket rested on 


a black draped catafalque in rt/he par* 
lor. 
The *air was heavy with the 


scent of roses, orchids and hot 'house 
flowers thiait had come from all quar- 
ters as a final testimonial of affection 
and respect. 
PtresideiLt 
McKinley, 


•who had left Washington the night 
after Mr .Sherman's death, was rep- 
resented by Secretary Hay, who was 
one of tihfe honorary pall bearers. 


(From the white house conservaltor- 


ies there was sent a heavy wreath of 
white roses and orchids. 
The Brit- 


ish legation is still closed, but Lord 
Bauncefate sent « hfcavy wreath of 
whke roses. 


It was a notable gathering thalt 


filled the hallway and parlors of the 
residence, the mo&t represan'titUvfc 
perhaps at any funeral here siace the 
bulrial of General Imwton last spring, 
ttfren much the same concourse of of- 
ficials and diplomats gathered to 
honor %he ^oldier dead as met today 
in memory of the statesman whose 
services, though in a different line, 
had been equally as dis'tinguisthed.

E. Freeman, sang in tthie interval of 
the service. 
After the hymn "Rock 


of Ages," Mr. Mackay-'Smith read 
the simple, but impressive funeral 
service of the; Episcopal cthurch. 
When the reading of the service was 
finished the choitr softly sang the 
hymn "Peace, Perfect Peace." 


In accordant wiifh iBptecopal usage 


there wa« no funeral address, and 
after a bri-ef prayer the choir chanted 
the anthem, "I*>rd, Let Me Know 
<Jty End and 
the 
Number of My 


Days." 


The casket was then lifted by the 


bearers, witto th* honorary pall bear- 
ei. following, and carried from the 
Juousft, where 'a ddtachment of the 
Iftfth cavalry, under Colonel Rafter- 
ty, waited to escort it to the depot.

"It is one of the strange things we

rges that man to say by his vote 
tiat the brown man in the Philip- 
pine Islands has not a right to a 
oice in tnis government. 
And it 


eems to be^that before a black man 
otes to disfranchise a brown man 
e had better find out upon what 
asis his own right stands, for if we 
eny to the Filipino the right to gov- 
rn himself, what right have we1 to 
overn ourselves. It cost hundreds 
f thousands of lives and millions of 
money to give the black man the dec- 
aration of independence, and now we 
re spending hundreds and thou- 
ands yes, millions 
of dollars and 


tiousands of lives to keep the declar- 
tion of independence away from the 
rown man* Before the black men 
f this country vote the republican 
icket they had better look into the 
matter and find out what the chance 
f the black man is to be when we 
raw the race line and say that be- 
ause a man in the Philippine Islands 
s brown and not of our race we will 
end a carpet bagger out over those 
nd hold that government by force 
rom him with a standing army. We 
elieve in the declaration of indepen- 
.ence and if we have race problems 
o solve here we think it is better to 
olve them than to go seven thou- 
sand miles away to get another race 
iroblem and enter upon its solution, 
not here at home, but so far away 
rom home as the Philippine Islands 
are." 


Eastern was the scene of a large 
'athering. This is the county seat

Now they say there are good 
rusts, and bad trusts, and that they 
sannot tell the difference between

TALKS OF CURRENCY. 


Salisbury, Md,, Oct, 24,—In his 


speech at Preston, Md., Mr. Bryan 
made reference to the financial ques- 
tion in response to an inquiiy. The 
question was "How about 16 to IP*' 


Mr. Bryan said; 
"If you want to know about 16 
o i l will tell you. Sixteen to 1 
was the paramount issue in 1896r 
>ut the republicans have done so 
many ntean things since then that 
we are kept busy on the new things. 
But if a republican disputes the 16 
o 1 doctrine, you tell him that w* 
lave a republican president, a re- 
lublican senate and, a republican 
xmse, and they have never attempt- 
d to change the 16 to 1 ratio* and 
Mr. McKinley is now coining silver 
.ollars at that ratio of 16 to 1 with- 
ut waiting for the aid or consent of 
ny other nation on earth.

hange the ratio, I object to their 
iscussing the ratio. When they pro- 
pose to change At we will discuss it 
ith them." 
In his Presifcon speech Mr. Bryan 
hargod that all persons contribute 
o the trusts. "I -want to tell you," 
e said, "that the trouble with the 
epublican party is that it makes

ampaign fund and makes all the 
emocrats, too, not by coming to 
ach man and asking him for it, be- 
ause the republican party collects

ions, and then these corporations 
ollect from you, and the trouble is 
hat the corporations insist on col- 
ecting a great deal more from the 
Deople tha nthey give to the party.

ngton street. 
The end came at 5 o'clock and death 
as due to a complication of kidney 


A 'FINE AUDIENCE, 


Salisbury, Md.7 Oct. 24.—Mr. Bry- 
in had a fine audience here and he 
made a speech of an hour'® duration. 
Contrasting the republican and 'dem- 
ocratic platforms, Mr. 'Bryan said; 


"I want you to fcake tb£ platforms, 


and you will tod between the two 
platforms this marked difference, 
haifc tha democratic platform ex- 
presses the position of fthe party on 
svery question, while the -republican 
>latfoi>m is capable of construction 
one way or the other. 
Now, this is 


the difference, and when you come to 
consider which party is honest, and 
which is earnest I want you to apply 


common sense rule. You know that 


f a onan (has -something to present to 
hte public, as a merchant, something 
he believes has merit in it, One tells 
all he knows -ablaut it, lbu* it it has 
no merit in it, he puts it ouit where 
you can see it, -and he hopes you will 
juy it without asking any questions.

The beginning of the decline in Mr 


Morgan's health occurred nearly three 
years ago, while Mr. Morgan was oc- 
cupying his summer cottage at Home 
City. At that time he suffered an at- 
tack of heart disease of a very se- 
vere character and was for a time 
unconscious from its effects.

;he prompt arrival of a physician 
averted serious consequences at that 
time, and at occasional intervals sub 
sequently he has auffeied somewhat 
similarly.

also developed mid for some weeks 
last spring Mr. Morgan was confined 
to his home by illness.

Hazelton, Pa., Oct 24.—The meet- 
ng of the national executive board of 
he United Mine Workers and the 
flicials of the three anthracite dis- 
ricts whose men have been on strike 
or over five weeks, began today, 
'his meeting it is believed will take 
positive action as to whether the 
trike shall be declared off at a cer- 
ain time. 
It is thought that the official notice 
nding the contest will be issued at 
his meeting. It is the intention of 
President Mitchell to make a thor- 
ugh canvass of the situation, The 
ction taken yesterday by the super- 
ntendents of the several coal com* 
sanies at Scranton in adding 2% per 
ent on ton in order to make up the 
0 per cent, net increase in wages is 
lot thoroughly understood at strike 
headquarters here, and none of the 
fficials will venture an opinion until 
hey satisfy 
themseves 
as to its 


meaning. 
; 


Although the strikers prefer this 


method of making up the 10 per cent, 


adding to the car rather than by 


figuring it out entirely in the powder 
reduction, yet they think the %% per 
ent. is equal enough to make up the 
.0 per cent. 


The companies in granting the 2^ 


per cent, increase on the car or ton 
figure that in lowering the price of 
powder to $1.50 an additional 7^ per 
cent is given the men, thus making 
the 10 per cent, advance. The no- 
tices posted by these companies will 
be carefully analyzed and it is be- 
ieved on the result of this analysis 
depends the early end of the strike. 
The labor leaders are anxiously 
awaiting an official anouncement by 
the big coal companies in the Lacka- 
wana region guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of the 10 per cent, until April 
1. It is understood that these com- 
panies have unofficially stated that 
they will continue to pay the in- 
crease until that time, but the strike 
leaders would 
rather have 
them 


make 'the statement officially.

Y. M. C. A. CONFLUENCE. 


All the delegates to the Railroad 


Y. M. C. A. conference at Philadel- 
phia, have returned home and they 
report the meeting one of the best 
ever held. About 1,200 railroad men 
of all classes were present, represent- 
ing the railroad interests of all parts 
of the country. One who was there 
and participated in the proceedings 
said it was unique to see railroad offi- 
cials, including some of the presi- 
dents of the leading systems, mingl- 
ing in conference 
with engineers, 


firemen, brakemen and car greasers* 


Among the prominent railroad offi- 


cials present were President A, J. 
Cassatt, of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company; the first vice president of 
that road, Capt. Jno. P. Green; Chas. 
E. Pugh, second vice president of 
Pennsylvani road; A. D. Smith, pres- 
ident of the Cornwall and Lebanon; 
J. B. Harper, first vice president of 
Lehigh Valley; Theodore Voorhees, 
first vice president of Philadelphia 
and Heading; Geo* W. Stevans, presi- 
dent of the Chespeake and Ohio; C. 
M. Hobbs, purchasing agent pi the 
D, & R. G,; W* H. Baldwin, president 
of the Long Island road. The con- 
ference was also attended by official 
representatives 
from 
the govern- 


ments of Russia, Germany and the 
United States. 


At the invitation of the representa- 


tive railroad interests in Russia, an 
investigation has been made of the 
Kussian railroad with a view of e» 
tablishing Young Men's Christian 


there. The Bowtnn rep- 


resentatives were present to further 
investigate methods of work for rail- 
road men. It was stated that Russia 
desired three American inventions 
for her railroad system. The Bald- 
win locomotive, the Westinghouse 
air brake and the Toung 
Men's 


Christian Asociation. 


The German representative was a 


member of the German legation at 
Washington. The official represen- 
tatives of the United States were in- 
structed to attend this conference, 
and report to the industrial commis- 
sion at Washington, 
Probably the 


most conspicuous figures in the con- 
vention were Miss Helen Gould, Mrs. 
A. X. Cassatt and Mrs. Russell Sage. 
Miss Gould 
was undoubtedly 
the 


heroine of the occasion. She created 
enthusiasm whenever she appeared 
in the conference and was unani- 
mously voted an "angel of light" toy 
the railroaders present. 


The Pennsylvania railroad com- 


pany was remarkably liberal in the 
preparation it made for railroad men. 
Free transportation was granted to 
all railroad delegates, and the badges 
of the delegates which were made of 
old bells, provided by the Pennsyl- 
vania company, were recognized for 
free 
transportation 
on suburban 


trains in Philadelphia. On Monday 
following the convention a special 
train was provided and over 1,100 
delegates taken to Atlantic City, 
where eight hotels had been set apart 
to provide bountifully for the men, 
all at the expense of the railroad 
company. 
Free transportation was 


granted by all lines entering Phila- 
delphia and the Pullman company, 
for the first time 
in its history, 


granted free transportation for the 
delegates on the return trip. 


The sessions of the conference were 


held in the splendidly appointed Y. 
M. C. A. building of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company, at Forty- 
third and Westminster avenue. Col. 
J. McCook was elected presiding offi- 
cer of the convention* The sessions 
from the very outset were intensely 
religious, and the report of the work 
accomplished during the past year 
were gratifying to those interested 
in the welfare of the railroad men. 


There are at the present time 157 


railroad departments of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, employ* 
ing 190 Y. M. C. A. secretaries, and 
expending annually $350,000* 
Of 


this amount $185,000 was contribut- 
ed for curent expenses last year ex- 
clusive of special funds. 


Sunday was a most 
remarkable 


day. An evangelistic meeting was 
held by Mr. Smith in the afternoon, 
and was the crowning event of the 
conference. 
At this meeting 135 


railroad men professed faith in Christ 
for the first time. Mr Smith has been 
remarkably successful in his work 
among men during the past year. He 
has visited Memphis, Chattanooga, 
Knoxville and other points in Ten- 
nessee, and will be in Nashville the 
latter part of the present 
month. 


Meetings were conducted by Associ-

I would imediately convene congress 
in extraordinary sessison and would 
ask congress to declare the nation's 
policy to be to establish stable gov- 
ernment in the Philippine islands, as 
we are now 
establishing • a stable 


government in Cuba; to declare our 
purpose to give independence to the 
Filipinos as we have promised to 
give independence to tha Cubans; to 
declare our purpose to give protection 
to the Filipinos as we have promised 
to give protection to the Cubans and 
have for seventy-five years 
given 


protection to the republics of Central 
and South America." 


On the second question he said: 
"No one has attempted to fix the 


number of hours or days or weeks 01 
months necessary, but I will say this 
that I believe we could establilsh a 
stable government in the Philippine 
islands in less time than the republi- 
can party has 
established one in 


Cuba, and that I think I can promise 
you that our officials would not em- 
bezzle as 
republican 
officials have 


embezzled Cuban money." 


To the third question he answered 


that in his speech of acceptance it 
was proposed to give them indepen- 
dence as soon as their stable govern- 
ment is established- The phrase and 
**as soon" means "immediately" in 
our language, Answering the fourth 
question he said: 


"If the questioner had read my 


speech he would have seen that there 
was no limit on the protectorate, and 
we believe that this nation can assert 
the doctrine that when this nation 
helps a republic to stand upon its 
feet the ground whereon it stands is 
holy ground, and that no king shall 
ever set his feet on it." 


AS TO SILVER AND GOLD. 


On the fifth question relative to 


paying the obligations of this gov- 
ernment in silver or gold if elected 
president he said: 


UI want the republicans who want 


that question answered to first find 
out what the law requires and then 
I want them to know that if elected 


president I will enforce that law juait 
as I will 
enforce the law against 


trusts, and put striped clothes on big 
thieves as well as little thieves. But 
if you ask me to construe a republi- 
can law, I reply that I shall not con- 
st* ue a law until it becomes my duty 
to enforce it." 
QUESTIONS FOR REPUBLICANS. 


Mr. Bryan then propounded some 


questions which he desired the re- 
publican party leaders to answer. He 
quoted from the president's message 
of Dec. 5, 1898, recommending the 
increase of the army to 100,000 men 
and asked if the 
republican party,

The fifth question related to the 


establishment of a protectorate in the 
Philippine islands, concerning which 
Mr. Bryan said:

We have protected 
the republics of Central and South 
America for seventy-five years, and 
we have had no authority in South 
American republics. We have never 
governed them, but we have protect- 
ed them from outside interference. 
It has never cost anything but it has 
been valuable to them, 


"The republican 
doctrine is the 


doctrine behind which the monarch- 
ies of the old world have hidden 
when they wanted 
to plunder the 


people under the pretext of protect- 
ing them. Ours is a different protec- 
torate," 


Concluding his 
presentation 
of 


these inquiries Mr. Bryan said:

thousands of lives to keep the declar- 
ation of independence away from the 
brown man. Before the black men 
of this country vote the republican 
ticket they had better look into the 
matter and find out what the chance 
of the black man is to he when we 
draw the race line and say that be- 
cause a man in thePliilippine Islands 
is brown and not of our race we will ' 
send a carpet bagger out over those 
and hold that government by force 
from him with a standing army. We

New York, Oct. 24.—Up to 11 


o'clock today Cornelius L. Alvord, 
the defaulting teller of the Fiist Na- 
tional bank, had not been arrested 
and it was said no news had been re- 
ceived of him. Mrs. Alvord left hei 
home in Mount Vernon and carae to 
this city this morning. It is said she 
does no'fc intend to return to Mount 
Vernon. 


It was learned today that when the 


Alvords went to Saratoga last sum- 
mer they took with them nil their 
horses and carriages. 
It took two 


cars to transport the outfit. 
The 


horses were blooded animals and the 
vehicles were all of the handsomest 
description. 


One set of harness alone is said to 


have cost $1,500, -and 
everything 


about the stable equipment was on 
the same scale. 


Vice President Hiiie, of the First 


National bank, in answer 'to a num- 
ber of questions put to him in regarc 
to Alvord and the general situation 
said that the bank had cleared up the 
•whole matter of the defalcation to 
its own satisfaction. 
This was in 


terpreted to mean that just h'ow and 
when Alvord had taken the moneys 
had been discovered by the officials 
Mr. Hine said he did not care to talk 
about the matter. 


President Baker, who arrived at thi 


bank from Tuxedo early today, would 
not ray anything to enquirers ex- 
cept to refer them to the vice presi 
dent. 


SCENE AT THE BANK. 


Announcement of the 
defalcation 


•was made by Vice President Frank 
H. Hine, and the scene was a re- 
markable one. 
When news of th< 


robbery had been spread by the tape 
in the banking and brokerage offices 
many financial men hastened1 to th 
First National bank. 
They and a 


crowd of reporters almost filled til 
large main office of the bank on the 
second floor of the building. Prcsi 
dent George F. Baker was in his pri 
vate office and was not to be seen 
All inquirers were referred to Vicn 


President Hine. 
Mr. Hine, urbam 


and unruffled, snt behind a window 
around which wicker work arose to a 
height of several feet. 
Mr. Hini 


smiled "benevolently at the eagerness 
of the inquirers who beselged him 
and remarked quietly as if the inci- 
dent was of the smallest importance 


'If you wnit -a few minutes I'i' 


hand you a typewritten statement."

Directors Harry C. Fahnestock, Will- 
iam Fahnestock and James A. Gar- 
land then held a consultation. Tin 
directors had been hastily summoned, 
Their entrance, breathless and ex- 
cited, created a stir among the em- 
ployes, most of whom had stopper 
their work to watch the interesting 
scene. The conference between the 
officials and the directors did not last 
more than twenty minutes, and at its 
close Mr. Hine climbe'd placidly back 
upon the stool behind the wickei 
"cage" find continued smilingly to 
stand off the mob of eager questioners 
who were elbowing each other like 
foot ball players in a scrimage in 
order to get near enough to hear. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


:Now, gentlemen," resumed the 


beaming Mr. Hine, "I shall say not 
one word more than Is in the type- 
written statement which I shall dis- 
tribute to the members of the press. 
I have dictated what tho directors 
think is necessary for the public to 
know." 


Presently a stenographer appeared 


at Mr. Hine's elbow with a big stack 
of typewritten statements, and these 
Mr. Hiiie distributed to the out- 
stretched hands thrust through the 
vindow at once, and Mr. Hine thrust 
Dne into each bunch of. nervous, 
ilutching fingers. The statement was 
as follows: 


:CorneHus L. Alvord, who has been 


n the employ of the First National 
jank for many years, is a defaulter to 
. large amount. His operations have 
ontinucd for a considerable period, 
ind have been skillfully concealed 
hrough a manipulation cf his bal- 
nce book. The discovery was made 
iy one of the bank's employes a few 
.ays after the completion of nn ex- 
mination of the bank by the United 
tates bank examiners. 


During the continuance of his pec- 


lations periodical examinations have 
cen made by several distinct corps 
f examiners representing the con- 
roller'a -department—all erpert ac- 
ountantf—and the -bank alto ha» fre- 


quent 
independent 
examination's*. 


None of these examinations developed 
my irregularities. 


"The aggregate of the false entries, 


amounting to $700,000, has been 
charged off on the books of the bank 
out of the reserve fund without di- 
minishing the surplus, and profits of 
.he bank as reported in its last pub- 
Ished statement. It is expected that 
the shortage will be materially re- 
duced -by a substantial sum which. It 
is thought can be recovered." 


PAST PA'CE UNKNOWN. 


President Baker, wh'en questioned 


by -a reporter, 'said: 


We were grea'tly surprised 'to 


learn of .this defalcation, for of course 
we had the greatest confidence in Al- 
vord. 
He had. been wilth us tiwendy 


years, and we regarded him as .abso- 
lutely trustworthy. 
We knew he 


lived part c-f the time iu Saratoga 
last summer, but did not know-then 
of .his gambling nor -that 'hi-a extrava- 
gant way of living had -attracted at- 
tention, there.
